Gold tops $100 an ounce 


LONDON (AP) - The price of gold 


soared above $100 an ounce in European 
bullion markets today as the U.S. dollar 
sagged on foreign exchanges. 


London dealers said they could see no 


end in sight for the steady climb in the 
price of gold as long as general uncer- 
tainty is felt about the strength of the 
American dollar. 


The price was fixed by London's five 


main dealers at midafternoon at $102.25 
an ounce, a rise of $5.30 since Friday's 
close. 


In Zurich, the gold price remained 


firmly pegged through the day at $100 
an ounce. In Frankfurt gold was traded 
in a range of $99.50 to $100.50 an ounce 


until price-fixing later in the morning at 
$99.32, up nearly $3 over Friday. 


In the Paris open market, the price 


soared $7.21 to $106.20 an ounce. The 
French market is not indicative, 
however, because of exchange controls. 


As gold rose, the dollar sagged in 


foreign exchanges. Heavy selling in 
Frankfurt took the rate down to 2.8205 
marks, a drop of IV* pfennigs from 
Friday. In Zurich, the dollar fell to 3.2165 
Swiss francs. In Paris, the rate fell nearly 
two centimes to 4.5235 Francs. In Ams- 
terdam, it was much the same, with the 
dollar down to 2.9265 guilders from 
Friday's 2.9445. 


The British pound rose 1% cents to 


$2 5260. 


Gold hit the $100 level shortly after 


the opening of the markets in both 
London and Zurich, the world's two 
biggest bullion markets. That was more 
than double the cost of the metal a year 
ago. 


Meanwhile, the U.S. dollar dropped 


sharply on foreign exchanges. Dealers 
said doubt about the stability of the 
American economy and the credibility 
of the Nixon administration following 
the Watergate scandal were undermin- 
ing the dollar and contributing to the 
explosion in gold. 


Continuing unrest in the Middle East 


was considered another factor con- 
tributing to general uneasiness. 


Gold opened in London at $98.375 an 


ounce, up $1.425 from Friday's close. In 
Zurich, the opening price was $98. uo 
$1.25. 


On the Frankfurt exchange, the dollar 


dropped more than half a pfennig to 2.83 
marks at the opening of trading. There 
was a drop of more than one centime in 
Zurich to 3.2285 Swiss francs, and in 
London the pound firmed to $2.5130, up 
from Friday's closing $2.5110. 


Dealers in both bullion and foreign 


exchange said trading was highly*volat- 
ile, but the volume was not great on 
either market.

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. Judge 


John Sirica today ordered the clerk of 
his court to take possession of classified 
documents that had been placed in a 
safe deposit box by John W. Dean III, 
the man fired as White House counsel 
by President Nixon in the Watergate 
affair. 


Following a brief hearing Sirica or- 


dered that certified copies of the 
documents be made available to 
government prosecutors in the Water- 
.gate case and to the Senate special 
committee. 


Contents of the documents were not 


disclosed at the hearing, but Dean told 
Sirica they were of a security clas- 


sification entitled "top secret handled 
via commit channels." 


Dean said that classification is 


stricter than top secret. 


He said the classification had been 


assigned to the documents "by the FBI 
and other national security agencies." 


Dean was not available for comment 


after the hearing. 


But he told the court "those who did 


the classifying felt something in there 
could affect the national security." 


Sirica said the documents would be 


safe in the possession of the clerk of the 
U.S. District Court. The chief judge said 
he did not want to examine the 
documents at this time. 


Dean had filed a motion asking the 


court to decide what to do with the 
documents. His attorney, Charles 
Shafer, said Sen. Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mont., had written Dean in January 
asking him to preserve any documents 
that might bear on the Watergate mat- 
ter. 


Shafer said Dean, after he was fired 


April 30, automatically lost the security 
clearance that enabled him to possess 
the documents but that in light of 
Mansfield's request Dean thought he 
should hold them pending a court 
decision on their disposition

Court today overturned armed forces 
regulations that deny equal treatment 
to women members in receiving 
dependent benefits for their husbands. 


In an oddly mixed vote, the high 


court, 8-1, found in favor of Air Force 
Lt. Sharon A. Frontiero who sued to 
gain the same housing and medical 
allowances for her husband that are 
granted automatically to the wives of 
male members of the service. 


In other actions today, the court: 
—Ruled that municipalities may not 


limit the hours that jets may use air- 
ports because a federal law has 
preempted that kind of regulation. 


—Granted the government a hearing

into Red China 


HONG KONG (AP) —America's first 


diplomatic representative to Com- 
munist China, David K. E. Bruce, 
crossed the border from Hong Kong 
today and headed for Peking. 


The veteran 75-year-old diplomat told 


newsmen he considered his new as- 
signment "very intriguing." He also said 
he did not expect the Watergate scandal 
or the ineffectiveness of the cease-fire in 
Vietnam to affect his job in any way.

Armed forces regulations do not 


make the benefits available for hus- 
bands unless they depend on their ser- 
vicewomen wives for support. 


The decision, however, was not the 


bold affirmation of equal rights for 
women that some had hoped for. Four 
Justices, William J. Brennan Jr., William 
O. Douglas, Byron R. White and Thur- 
good Marshall, ranked discrimination 
based on sex with discrimination based 
on race or national origin. 


"There can be no doubt that our 


nation has had a long and unfortunate 
history of sex discrimination," the four 
said. "Traditionally, such discrimina- 
tion was rationalized by an attitude of 
'romantic paternalism' which, in prac- 


tical effect, put women not on a pedes- 
tal, but in a cage." 


As a resul of such misplaced notions, 


"our statute books gradually became 
laden with gross stereotypical distinc- 
tions between the sexes, and, indeed, 
throughout much of the 19th century 
the position .of women in our society 
was, in many respects, comparable to 
that of blacks under the pre-Civil War 
slave codes," wrote Brennan for the 
four. 


While agreeing with the result of the 


decision, Chief Justice Warren E. 
Burger and Justices Lewis F. Powell, 
and Harry A. Blacmun could not bring 
themselves to join the sweeping con- 
demnation of sex discrimination. 


Writing for the three, Powell said it 


was unnecessary for the court to rank 
sex as a category of prohibited 
discrimination equal to that based on 
race. He said he would defer such a 
general classification pending action by 
the states on the Equal Rights Amend- 
ment to the Constitution. 


"It seems to me that this reaching out 


to preempt by judicial action a major 
political decision which is currently in 
process of resolution does not reflect 
appropriate respect for duly prescribed 
legislative processes." Powell wrote. 


Justice Potter Stewart concurred in 


the judgment, saying he found that the 
case presented "invidious discriminat- 
ion in violation of the Constitution."

CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) — 


Skylab, America's first space station, 
rocketed away from earth today to 
serve as a giant "cabin in the sky" for- 
nine astronauts in the next eight 
months. 


The first three-man crew is ready to 


ride another rocket into space Tuesday 
to link up with the station, which is as 
large as a three-bedroom house, for a 
record 28-day orbital mission. 


The Skylab 1 astronauts — Charles 


Conrad Jr., Dr. Joseph P. Kerwin and 
Paul J. Weitz — watched from three 
miles away as a 33-story Saturn 5 rocket 
thundered skyward to propel the 85-ton 
laboratory toward orbit. 


Their smaller, 22-story Saturn IB 


rocket stood on another pad 8,700 feet 
away, ready for the signal to blast off at 
1 p.m. EDT Tuesday if all goes well. 


Also observing were the members of 


the Skylab 2 and 3 crews, each of which 
is to inhabit the station for 56 days later 
in the year. 


It was the final planned flight for the 


Saturn 5, the world's largest and most 
powerful rocket, which was built for the 
Apollo moon program. 


The nine astronauts will conduct 


extensive medical, scientific, earth 
resources and space manufacturing 
experiments to determine how well man 


can live and work in space for long 
periods. 


What they learn will set guidelines for 


long duration missions of the future, 
sue., as pcntvaricrit spate bLalioiib or 
journeys to other planets. 


The information also may have far- 


reaching consequences in bringing 
benefits from space to mankind, 
expecially in the survey of earth's hid- 
den natural resources. 


Donald K. Slayton, director of flight 


crew operations, said Sunday that 
Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz are "fully 
trained, confident and looking forward 
to getting the big one off tomorrow and 
riding the little one on Tuesday." The 
astronauts Sunday sun-bathed on a 
Cape Kennedy beach after flying here 
from Houston, Tex., where they under- 
went final training. 


When they board their orbiting 


laboratory, they will find "all the com- 
forts of home, reports Conrad, the 
Skylab 1 commander. He is a veteran of 
three previous space trips, including a 
walk on the moon. 


No more cramped quarters like the 


Mercury, Gemini or Apollo capsules. 
Skylab is as large as a three-bedroom 
house and has 60 times more volume 
than Apollo. 


Each astronaut will have his own 


bedroom. There is a kitchen and a 
pantry packed with a ton of food rang- 
ing from filet mignon to ice cream. 


There's a shower and a toilet, stereo

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PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) — 


About 500 Cambodian troops, hungry 
and unpaid whooped through Phnom 
Penh today, firing theirguns into the air. 
They promptly got a month's pay and 
some bread to eat. 


As they straggled past the capital's 


principal hotel at lunch time, guests 
dived for cover under restaurant tables 
and ducked behind trees around the 
swimming pool. 


Soldiers complaining they had 


received no pay for a month and no food 
for three days marched in from Phnom 
Baseth, 14 miles to the northwest. 


They said they had left their officers 


behind and threatened to move on 
Marshal Lon Nol's presidential palace if 
the government failed to pay their 
wages. 


They entered the city in a thunder of 


gunfire blazing into the air with aut- 
omatic rifles and machine guns. 


Downtown crowds scattered into 


shop doorways but the troops showed 
no hostility to civilians, and newsmen 
saw no looting although a number of 
soldiers carried full bottles of liquor. 


The troops wore blue regimental 


scarves and bandanas with their tat- 
tered camouflage uniforms. Many sol- 
diers who recently transferred to the 
elite 7th Division were in their early 
teens, carrying weapons almost as big 
as themselves. 


A convoy of trucks accompanied the 


column, but the troops said they 
marched in to dramatize their plight.

Don't rule out emphysema, even

A lung function test would be in 
order for your husband. 


I don't want to alarm you or to send 


everyone who reads this and has a dry 
cough to go packing off to a doctor for 
a lung function test.

Two years is just too 
long. 


Allergy can't be ruled out, of course.

Finally (and here's something that is

Wax or a hair 
touching the eardrum also can cause a 
dry cough. 


Except in the case of an allergy, it

Pointing to a poll in the Lawrence 


University newspaper which indicated 
that 90 per cent of the women were 
attending college to catch a man, she 
said that it is a disturbing fact that "by 
marrying a woman can advance her 
status." 


Disagreeing with Freud who seemed 


perplexed as to what women wanted, 
Kahn stated that he should have asked 
"What do people want"—love and 
work—the security and comfort of 
having people want you and fulfilling 
your capabilities. 


She found that women can marry 


and have children and not interrupt 
their careers. "This occupational loss of 
momentum, loss of salary, is not 
necessary. We need self-respect to in- 
vest in ourselves, to be enterprising." 


Again pointing to a poll in a national 


publication, Kahn stated that half of 
the American women polled found the 
most fulfillment in childbirth. She not- 
ed the incongruity in the further ques- 
tion, "Would you want your daughter 
to have the same kind of life?" Only 10 
per cent did. 


As for later marriage, Kahn asked 


why not. 


"You're not too young to be in love 


but you're too young to stop searching 
for your identity," she quipped. "You're 
better off if you take the time to 
develop yourself in other areas." 


Explaining the traditional marriage 


as often being filled with self-deception, 
she explained that "it is the woman's 
duty to fluff up the husband's self- 
esteem." In the dual career family, 
however, the man makes an invest- 
ment im the wife's self-esteem. There is 
then mutual respect, mutual self-res- 
pect and mutual respect for each 
other's endeavors. 


This system, she stated, does not 


harm children. Their need for attach- 
ment, often confused with smothering, 
is "shared caring." 


"Mothers are needlessly made to feel 


guilty," 
she explained.

manifests itself in the "quality of the 
caretaker." 


Concluding, she noted, that "one of

Indirect oppor- 
tunity was provided women "who only 
enjoyed an affiliated status" but no 
personal status for advancement, 
Bremer said. 


Employment opportunity for women 


began where the frontier left off, noted 
the historian, and with "urbanization 
the subordination' of women began to 
be swept away " Taking its place was a 
peculiar conflict. White the woman's 
role of the past was one of sexual pas- 
sivity, she now had to compete and be 
self-assertive. 


Noted Bremer, men have not had to 


face this dichotomy of demands. The 
housewife is called upon to possess 
more roles than her husband. The hus- 
band concentrates 40 hours a week on a 
specific task. 


He pointed to the problem of per- 


sonal values as being measured by 
income. Since the homemaker earns 
nothing, the question of personal worth 
and self-esteem becomes questionable. 


American 
women 
have 
never 


renounced their duality of roles, 
Bremer said. He called for reevaluation 
of these roles by both men and women 
which hopefully will lead to increased 
opportunity for women as people. 


Morton Schwartz, professor of 


economics, explained that women have 
gone through a number of epics in their 
relationships to the marketplace of 
America. 


He pointed to female immigrants 


particularly in the garment industry in 
the East, who labored in "sweatshop" 
conditions during the early part of the 
20th century. 


With World War I, he explained, 


there was a turning point in the labor

professions—teaching, nursing and 
food services. It was during World War 
II that women's commitment to the 
workforce increased. 


In 1920, stated the economist, 23 per 


cent of the work force in the U.S. was 
composed of women 18-years-of-age 
and older. In 1970, 44 per cent of the 
labor force was composed of women 
but the composition had changed as 
evidenced by today's number of 
married working women. From the 
period of 1945 to 1973, "over two-thirds 
of the labor force has come from 
women. 


Schwartz said this influx indicates 


smaller family size and more female 
heads of households — "and the recog- 
nition of the good life in America." 
With greater emphasis on education, it 


opportunity of education? 


"Much of the affluence of the 60s can 


be attributed to wives going back to 
work," noted Schwartz. He further 
explained that today it "appears" that 
exciting jobs are opening to women. 
While they "seem" to be earning more, 
"Women earn only 60 per cert of what 
a full-time working man makes." 
Pointing to job statistics, he said that 
women "seem" to choose service 
occupations—clerical work, retail sales 
and various forms of service work. 


This occupational pattern, Schwartz 


sees as being tied to old cultural res- 
trictions. 


The economics professor explained 


that working women today face 
discrimination from employers, cus- 
tomers and other employes. In many 
cases, he noted, female employes are 
required to sign affidavits that ask 
'Have they had tubal litigations' or 'are 
they on the pill?' 


He noted further that there is no 


significant difference in the earning 
power of an unmarried woman in her 
50s who has never left the job force in 
relation to married women who have 
children and have interrupted their 
careers. 


Pointing 
to 
the 
changing 


employment pattern of the future, he 
stated that if women are to do well in 


the future they must become skilled in 
engineering and the sciences. 


Respondent Sidney Bremer, assistant 


professor of urban analysis at the 
University of Wisconsin-Green Bay, 
considered the problem women face 
when they ask the question, "Why 
work?" 
Behind this question lies the shadow 


of conditioning imposed upon them. 
Said Bremer, if a woman works she is 
shadowed by the role of wife and 
mother. 
"Society does not value the role of 


housewife," she explained, adding that 
this job is at rock bottom in comparison 
to all other skills. The term "creative" 
then becomes a joke, she said. 


"Knowledge for knowledge's sake" is 


another indicator that confronts 
college women. Usually felt by the 
liberal arts major, it shows, a lack of 
expectation. "In her senior year, a 
student looks at her credits and 
wonders what she's going to do with 
them." She indicated that the lack of 
proper counseling compounds the 
problem. 


Another question peculiar to the 


female college student, the speaker 
stressed, is "Am I engaged?" "Why am 
I not engaged?" The very question 
implies that there's something wrong 
and she "should be engaged." A job, 
therefore, is an unhappy alternative to 
marriage. 


Alluding to married working women, 


Bremer noted the discrepancy of 
employers who require biological his- 
torys relating to a female employe's 
reproductive status. "Men are not 
asked for proof they've had vasec- 
tomies," she quipped. 


The question "why work" is made 


further complex when a woman fails to 
land a job. Said Bremer, a woman then 
asks, "Why didn't I get that job? Was I 
discriminated against or are my 
credentials incomplete?" 


When she does get a job, the vicious 


circle continues in its treachery when 
she is confronted by sexual come-ons 
and sexual pressures. 


"When the going gets rough," 


Bremer concluded, "she again asks, 
'Why work?'"

numbered wards would lose theirs in 
1975. 


Under present city policy, aldermen 


receive $100 per month in direct salary 
payments and in addition are eligible 
for the health insurance coverage at 
city expense, which amounts to $51.54 
in monthly premiums at the current 


rate. In practice, aldermen who have 
health insurance at their place of 
employment usually decline the city 
policy while those lacking insurance 
elsewhere take advantage of the 
municipal plan. 


Aid. Ralph West (20th) last week was 


turned down by the City Council's 
finance committee in his proposal, 
similar to one rejected by the council a 
year ago, to pay aldermen a sum equal 
to the premium cost if they decline to 
use the insurance. 


West argued that aldermen who par- 


ticipate in the insurance program are in 
effect paid 50 per cent more than those 
who don't.

Robert Lieber, owner of Lieber 


Lumber Co., Inc., one of the petition 
circulators, said persons owning 57 to 
60 per cent of the acreage in the 
proposed district area have signed the 
petitions. The alternative under the 
statute would have been to have 51 per 
cent of the landowners sign the peti- 
tion. 


The district is expected to include a 


large commercial and undeveloped 
area near W. College Avenue, plus 
residential areas, mainly south of the 
avenue.

PLATTEVILLE, Wis. (AP) — Univer-

after Friday's action.

MEXICO CITY (AP) — Secretary of 


State William P. Rogers flies to 
Managua today to inspept the 
preliminary rebuilding of the city 
crumbled by an earthquake last 
December. 


The Nicaraguan capital is just begin- 


ning to pull itself out of the disaster that 
killed an estimated 10,000 persons, in- 
jured 20,000 and left more than 300,000 
homeless. The United States has con- 
tributed more than $27 million in assis- 
tance. 


Gen. Anastasio Somoza's regime is 


not expected to publish its plans for the 
new capital until July. Meanwhile 
workers are clearing away rubble and 
now and then recovering human 
remains in'the process. 


The U. S. Embassy was among the 


many buildings destroyed in the quake, 
and Rogers during his brief visit will 
inaugurate the new embassy offices and 
lay the cornerstone for a hospital being 
built with U. S. assistance. 


Nicaragua is the second of eight 


countries Rogers is visiting in a 17-day 
Latin American tour that is a forerunner 
of a similar trip by President Nixon later 
this year. 


Rogers is spending five hours in 


Managua and is the first secretary of 
state to visit Nicaragua in 61 years'. He 
flies tonight to Venezuela, then goes on 
to Peru, Colombia, Brazil, Argentina 
and Jamaica, returning to Washington 
on May 28. 


The secretary of state conferred in 


Mexico City Sunday with President Luis 


Echeverria on a U. S. proposal to reduce 
the salinity of the Colorado river water 
that flows into Mexico. 


Without disclosing details, Rogers 


told newsmen that-the plan recom- 
mended by a study group headed by 
former Atty. Gen. Herbert Brownell will 
involve "a considerable expenditure by 
the United States." Qualified observers 
predict $50-70 million over the next 10 
years. 


Under a 1944 treaty the United States

people than Austrailia playing tennis^ 
who have more free time." 


Smith's victory accomplished four 


goals he had set for himself. He said: 


"Wanted to win" 


"I wanted to be on a Davis Cup team 


that beat Australia; I wanted to be the 
No. 1 player in the U.S.; I wanted to win 
Wimbledon; and 1 wanted to become the 
best player in the world." 


On the latter point, Ashe looked his 


good friend in the eye and said "You 
might find it tough staying up there."

Smith stared back and just grinned. He 
teamed with Bob Lutz to win $20,000 for 
the WCT doubles first prize last week 
and has now -von $70,000 in seven days.

influences, there are a lot of guilty parties to probe, 
including newsmen. 


No one, outside of the Internal Revenue Service, is 


too interested in looking into such business practices, 
except when tax dollars are involved. 


But when public officials enter the picture, the gift 


with intent to influence could mean hefty fines and 
imprisonment for the people at both ends of the 
transaction. 


Atty. Gen. Robert Warren, in recent remarks 


relating to the John Doe investigation into municipal 
should be drawn between receiving a $25 kickback, or 
a $2,500 kickback. Each such instance is not only 
against the laws of this state but also has a shattering 
effect on the public's mist of its public servants." 


A total of $33,000 in fines have been levied thus far 


in the state-wide investigation still continuing in 
Circuit Court Judge William Crane's courtroom. 


No current Twin City area office holder inter- 


•:~«»'ed last week said he had ever been a part in 


kickbacks or bribes. Only a few said they had been 
offered such considerations for contracts. And some 
admitted there was little a municipality could do to 
assure that such practices aren't carried on if the man 
in control wasn't of high integrity. 


"There is no system, no matter how tight, that can 


totally eliminate all fraud and deceit," according to 
Robert Bues, sewage plant manager. "No matter how 
good the purchasing system, if there are people 
willing to cheat and lie, that system isn't going to 
work." 


Menasha Mayor James Adams, who provided the 


spark for the state investigation into supplier kick- 
backs to municipal officials with his reports of 
suspected bribes in Menasha, agrees. 


"You're only going to be as honest as the person at 


the top, and that's where you get to the element of 
trust." he said. 


He said his city had adequate purchasing checks 


and balances when kickbacks are alleged to have 
taken place during the 1960's.

Riggs posts 
easy win 
over Court 


RAMONA, Calif. (AP) -As an early 


ancestor of Bobby Riggs might have put 
it, the race is not always to the swift. 


"She's better than me in every 


department," the frail-looking, 55- 
year-old Riggs said Sunday after 
seemingly proving just the opposite in 
his celebrated match with women's 
tennis champion Margaret Court. 


Putting his racket and court wisdom 


where his mouth was in issuing a 
challenge to all women players, Riggs 
scored an effortless 6-2,6-1 victory and 
pocketed $10,000, plus another $7,500 
from television coverage. 


"She has a better serve, a better 


volley, a better forehand, a better 
backhand," Riggs said. "But the ques- 
tion is, can you pull that game out when 
you need it? Can you play your best 
when the money's on the line? 


"Margaret's a great player and a great 


sport. But in this kind of contest, you 
know, battle of the sexes, match of the 
century, talkathon and all that, she was 
out of her depth." 


Riggs started his "attack" Sunday 


with a bouquet of roses for his opponent 
on Mother's Day. "Do you think this will 
soften her up?" he asked. 


Then, against the slashing shots of the 


30-year-old Mrs. Court, a rangy Aus- 
tralian at the peak of her career, Riggs, 
the 1939 Wimbledon champion, offered 
patty-cake tennis. He hit spinning chops 
and lobs to the back line, a floating serve 
that broke like a sidearm curve ball and 
bounced like a football, a drop shot that 
seemed to clear the net by mistake and 
died like a pitch shot on a wet green. 


He ran her from one side to the other, 


toyed with her big serve until she 
started to miss with it, fed her overheads 
thatshenetted or hit out of court, joined 
with the crowd in applauding her 
winners, and made the world's best 
woman player—maybe the best ever—- 
look very much out of her league. 


She won only two games on her ser-

"I guess it proves that the top ladies

soared above$100 an ounce in European 
bullion markets today as the U.S. dollar 
sagged on foreign exchanges. 


London dealers said they could see no 


end in sight for the steady climb in the 
price of gold as long as general uncer- 
tainty is felt about the strength of the 
American dollar. 


The price was fixed by London's five 


main dealers at midafternoon at $102.25 
an ounce, a rise of $5.30 since Friday's 
close. 


In Zurich, the gold price remained 


firmly pegged through the day at $100 
an ounce. In Frankfurt gold was traded 
in a range of $99.50 to $100.50 an ounce 


until price-fixing later in the morning at 
$99.92, up nearly $3 over Friday. 


In the Paris open market, the price 


soared $7.21 to $106.20 an ounce. The 
French market is not indicative, 
however, because of exchange controls. 


As gold rose, the dollar sagged in 


foreign exchanges. Heavy selling in 
Frankfurt took the rate down to 2.8205 
marks, a drop of l'/i pfennigs from 
Friday. In Zurich, the dollar fell to 3.2165 
Swiss francs. In Paris, the rate fell nearly 
two centimes to 4.5235 Francs. In Ams- 
terdam, it was much the same, with the 
dollar down to 2.9265 guilders from 
Friday's 2.9445. 


The British pound rose 1% cents to 


$2.5260. 


Gold hit the $100 level shortly after 


the opening of the markets in both 
London and Zurich, the world's two 
biggest bullion markets. That was more 
than double the cost of the metal a year 
ago. 


Meanwhile, the U.S. dollar dropped 


sharply on foreign exchanges. Dealers 
said doubt about the stability of the 
American economy and the credibility 
of the Nixon administration following 
the Watergate scandal were undermin- 
ing the dollar and contributing to the 
explosion in gold.

sification entitled "top secret handled 
via commit channels." 


Dean said that classification is 


stricter than top secret. 


He said the classification had been 


assigned to the documents "by the FBI 
and other national security agencies." 


Dean was not available for comment 


after the hearing. 


But he told the court "those who did 


the classifying felt something in there 
could affect the national security." 


Sirica said the documents would be 


safe in the possession of the clerk of the 
U.S. District Court. The chief judge said 
he did not want to examine the 
documents at this time. 


Dean had filed a motion asking the 


court to decide what to do with the 
documents. His attorney, Charles 
Shafer, said Sen. Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mont., had written Dean in January 
asking him to preserve any documents 
that might bear on the Watergate mat- 
ter. 


Shafer said Dean, after he was fired 


April 30, automatically lost the security 
clearance that enabled him to possess

More than 700,000 gallons of liquid 


oxygen and liquid hydrogen fuel were 
pumped into the Saturn 5 booster as the 
count entered the final hours for the 
planned 12:30 p.m. CDT liftoff. 


Skies were cloudy and there was a 


possibility of rain during the day, the 
weatherman reported. 


If the laboratory orbits successfully, 


the three-man Skr lab 1 crew will rocket 
into space Tuesday and link up with the 
station for a record 28-day mission. 


The astronauts —Charles Conrad Jr., 


Dr. Joseph P. Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz 
— were to watch the Saturn 5 liftoff 
from a viewing area three miles from the 
launch pad. The 33-story-tall rocket is to 
drill the station into a 270-mile-high 
orbit. 


Then the spacemen will make 


preparations for their own launch 
aboard a smaller 22-story Saturn IB 
rocket at 1 p.m. Tuesday. 


Also here are members of the Skylab 


2 and 3 crews who later in the year are to 
visit the same laboratory, each for 56 
days. 


The nine astronauts will conduct 


extensive medical, scientific, earth 
resources and space manufacturing 
experiments to determine how well man 


can live and work in space for long 
periods. 


What thev learn will set guidelines for 


long duration missions of the future, 
such as permanent space stations or 
journeys to other planets. 


The information also may have far- 


reaching consequences in bringing 
benefits from space to mankind, 
expecially in the survey of earth's hid- 
den natural resources. 


Donald K. Slayion, director of flight 


crew operations, said Sunday that 
Conrad, Kerwin and Weitz are "fully 
trained, confident and looking forward 
to getting the big one off tomorrow and 
riding the little one on Tuesday " The 
astronauts Sunday sun-bathed on a 
Cape Kennedy beach after flying here 
from Houston, Tex., where they under- 
went final training 


When they board their orbiting 


laboratory, they will find "all the com- 
forts of home, reports Conrad, the 
Skylab 1 commander.

Skylab is as large as a three-bedroom 
house and has 60 times more volume 
than Apollo.

U.S. Envoy is freed 


The release of United States Consul General Terrance 


Leonhardy, unharmed and well, was in happy contrast to the 
"execution" of similar American hostages in the Middle East 
just a few months ago. The different circumstances are ob- 
viously worth studying. But it's difficult to establish any routine 
course to take in such cases. 


The kidnappers in the Sudan announced they were members 


of the terrorist Black September group and they probably were. 
They demanded the release of a number of terrorists they 
claimed were political prisoners. The demand was denied. The 
Americans were killed. Eventually the kidnappers gave up with 
their remaining prisoners and presumably face execution 
themselves in Khartoum. 


The Mexican kidnappers announced they were members of 


the Revolul.iuiiai> Ainicu Foixeb of the Peopie, apparently an 
organization not very well known or given much notice. This 
may have been a major reason for the incident. They demanded 
the Mexican government set free and fly to Havana 30 men and 
women in prison for a number of alleged offenses. The demand 
was met and after some backing and filling, the kidnappers set 
Leonhardy free. 


At the time of the Middle East incident, the United States 


government took a hard line and reportedly opposed any 
concessions to the kidnappers. The host government has the 
authority and responsibility in such matters but certainly the 
attitude of the government whose nationals are held prisoner 
has an impact. The relation of the host government to the United 
States is probably also important. Mexico apparently didn't even 
hesitate to accept the demands, turn loose the prisoners and 
refrain from any attempts to find the kidnappers until after 
Leonhardy's release. 


It might seem automatic to take such action to save an 


innocent person's life. But there is the very real chance that the 
success of such kidnappings will only lead to more. It's been 
happening in Mexico. That is also behind the tough attitude 
taken toward skyjackers. Diplomatic representatives must 
acknowledge'they face some dangers in the nature of their 
employment. Such risks might at least cut back on the number 
who buy their ambassadorships by large political contributions. 


But the United States, or any government which has consuls 


in other nations, is also to some extent a prisoner of the host 
country. Some of the 30 Mexicans released were convicted 
bankrobbers. Others were alleged to have taken part in another 


. 
kidnapping for cash ransom a couple of years ago. But some, 
according to a Christian Science Monitor reporter, were 
students who had been held for two years for political agitation. 
The killers in Khartoum were out to give the United States a 
lesson for its support of Israel. But in nations where political 
prisoners are commonplace and law enforcement and rules of 
evidence far different from durs, the risk is high. What would the 
Greek government do about releasing political prisoners under 
such circumstances, for instance? 


Mexican President Luis Echeverria Alvarez explained that his 


government has a high regard for human life. It also is on fairly 
good terms with Cuba as well as more right wing regimes of 
Latin America. Arab governments do not have the same con- 
cerns or cooperation. 


Each such incident will have to be handled separately. At least 


the United States can and has increased its efforts to improve 
the safety of its diplomats. 


Less pampering for generals 


Before he left the Pentagon to take over the investigation of 


the Watergate mess for President Nixon as Attorney General, 
Elliot Richardson ordered a study into the use by the brass of 
enlisted men for menial chores. He also ordered less use of 
limousines by Defense Department officials. Senator William 
Proxmire's nit-picking finally had results. 


Actually Senator Proxmire's complaints about the matters 


weren't all that silly. While jogging, such as the Senator does 
every day to and from the capitol, may not be for everyone, the 
status symbol of the limousine or the "medium sedan" by people 
in government was getting pretty nutty. Do White House aides 
really need telephones and air-conditioning portal to portal? 
Limousines by the way, according to Pentagon standards, are 
Cadillacs, Chrysler Imperials and Lincoln Continentals. The 
medium sedans for the not quite so high-and-mighty include 
Chrysler New Yorkers, Mercury Montereys, Buick Le Sabres 
and Oldsmobile 98s. Someone might even authorize a study 
about how much of that precious commodity, gasoline, these 
higher powered autos use. 


The senator's complaints also brought out one of those 


revelations that never fail to amaze us about government 
officials. Secretary of the Army Froehlke rejected Senator 
Proxmire's questioning of the use of enlisted men by saying he 
didn't want the Army Chief of Staff going home at 5 p.m. to mow 
his lawn. Entirely aside from Proxmire's rebuttal that 5 p.m. was 
too early for a hard working Army Chief of Staff to get home 
anyway, most people who earn over $50,000 a year hire others to 
mow the lawn. It isn't part of an untaxed fringe benefit. 


Maybe cutting back on limousine use and the personal servant 


status of enlisted men isn't as important as reducing the number 
of stockpiled nuclear bombs or the overruns on military aircraft 
construction. But Senator Proxmire beefs about those too. "It 
just reached the point where it was awfully difficult to maintain 
the position that no cuts were possible in the defense budget as 
long as Proxmire was out there creating the impression that the 
brass was living a pampered life," said one Defense Department 
official. 


Those pampered lives are something the public understands. 


By cutting them Senator Proxmire may be able to get some of 
the other expenses trimmed a bit, too. 


Why the heron tilts its head 


The Great Blue Heron and many of the lesser heron varieties 


have a curious habit that has puzzled birdwatchers. 


As they stand in the shallows waiting for unwary little fish or 


other marine delectables, they tilt their heads. Are they listening 
for minute sounds of tiny fins, employing a sort of sonar? 


Nope. They just don't have sunglasses. 
This at least is the conclusiion reached by two members of the 


staff of the University of British Columbia's Institute of Animal 
Resource Ecology after research in the feeding habits of the 
herons. 


The observers noticed that the bird would stand immobile for 


several minutes with head tilted from the shoulders. Then it 
would turn slightly and strike at a hapless fish. But the telling 
feature was that the herons tilted their heads far oftener on 
sunny days and only when facing at an angle to the bright sun. 


The scientists considered that the tilting was an attempt by 


the heron to cut off an escape route when the fish, as is its habit, 
tried to swim out of the heron's shadow into the sun. But this 
would mean a strike down into the shadow made by the tilted 
head. Instead the heron struck out into sunlit areas. 


Just to be sure, John Krebs and Brian Partridge experimented 


with a hand raised heron and a 500 watt floodlight. Sure enough, 
the bird tilted toward the shining light and moved its head to 
follow a moving light. The sun or light makes a patch of glare on 
water surface. The tilting heron effectively moves the patch out 
of the line of vision and retains a nice clear flat light fishing pond.

MADISON — A major fault of the state 


administration budget as it starts its dangerous 
and uncertain course through the legislative 
process, at least in the view of "small d" 
democrats of purist convictions, is its implicit 
assumption that Madison is entitled to make 
some of the basic decisions about quality, 
extent and cost of local government. 


The question has had comparatively little 


public attention, no doubt because like a 
hundred other issues it would generate doubt 
and resistance if fully exposed. The current 
budget is less understood because of the vir- 
tually endless list of important policy questions 
than any before in the modern history of tho 
state. 


Parenthetically, it strikes this chronicler of 


statehouse events that there has been a 
strangely apathetic response to that departure 
of Gov. Patrick Lucey that is as profoundly 
important as anything he has contributed dur- 
ing two and one-half years in office. 


Home rule tradition 


Yet in a state that has elevated "home rule" 


to a kind of self-imposed article of democratic 
faith, the idea that Madison shall in effect 
dictate the extent if not the purpose of local 
government revenue gathering is a major con- 
tradiction. 


What would have been the response in the 


Capitol had the national administration, in 
dispatching the state treasury's share of the 


federal "revenue sharing" billions, insisted 
upon sharing control of future tax laws? 


There would have been a clamor about the 


violation of the sovereignty of the state by the 
distant and arrogant politicians in Washington. 
In any other year a similar chorus of protest 
would have been heard from the town, village 
and city halls and courthouses of Wisconsin 
about the temerity of a state regime that 
soberly proposes to limit the rights of local 
legislators and local heads of municipalities to 
make decisions according to their interpreta- 
tion of the needs and wishes of local elec- 
torates. 


It's strange company 


In a literal sense there is some resistance. The 


League of Wisconsin Municipalities is formally 
protesting. But it has had the barest attention 
required by the formal courtesies of the State- 
house political system. As the budget now 
stands, no municipality, for whatever cause, 
will be permitted to spend more than 106 per 
cent of 1973 revenues for 1974 program pur- 
poses. 


The only qualification is that if a mayor or city 


council wants to defy the state will — assuming 
that this item in the budget will be enacted, as 
the Capitol view now regards as probable — 
they may put the issue of local revenue 
gathering at a higher ratio than six per cent to a 
referendum of the residents of the locality. 


That puts the governor in strange company, 


indeed, remembering that this is roughly 
similar to a major proposal of the Public Ex- 
penditure Survey of Wisconsin, than which 
there is no more consistently conservative 
force in this state. A certified liberal like Lucey 
and an organization that has been branded 
repeatedly by impatient liberals as reactionary, 
joining forces, even by happenstance? It is a 
footnote to history, indeed. 


The Survey's plan may strike many persons 


as more consistent, since it intends its amend- 
ment to local government's taxing powers to be 
permanent. The Lucey brake would apply to 
one year, or the tax decisions to be made by 
.ocal Icgislaluib nexi wmier. it is a curious 
limitation. The state budget is a biennial 
spending program — namely, one covering two 
years. But the heavily emphasized bar against 
local tax increases would apply for only half the 
biennium. 


A series of calls around the Capitol, including 
sources known to be within the Lucey policy 
advisory circle, produced no clues as to the 
one-year limitation which perhaps makes it 
permissable to speculate. 


Next year the governor will be a candidate 


for re-election. He intends that he will be 
identified as the friend of the property tax- 
payer. He wants to be sure that the taxpayer's 
tax receipt next year provides documentation. 
For later years, accommodations can be made if 
necessary and possible.

government took a hard line and reportedly opposed any 
concessions to the kidnappers. The host government has the 
authority and responsibility in such matters but certainly the 
attitude of the government whose nationals are held prisoner 
has an impact. The relation of the hos; government to the United 
States is probably also important. Mexico apparently didn't even 
hesitate to accept the demands, turn loose the prisoners and 
refrain from any attempts to find the kidnappers until after 
Leonhardy's release. 


It might seem automatic to take such action to save an 


innocent person's life. But there is the very real chance that the 
success of such kidnappings will only lead to more. It's been 
happening in Mexico. That is also behind the tough attitude 
taken toward skyjackers. Diplomatic representatives must 
acknowledge they face some dangers in the nature of their 
employment. Such risks might at least cut back on the number 
who buy their ambassadorships by large political contributions. 


But the United States, or any government which has consuls 


in other nations, is also to some extent a prisoner of the host 
country. Some of the 30 Mexicans released were convicted 
bankrobbers. Others were alleged to have taken part in another 
kidnapping for cash ransom a couple of years ago. But some, 
according to a Christian Science Monitor reporter, were 
students who had been hesc for two years for political agitation. 
The killers in Khanc-unt -arers out to give the United States a 
lesson for its support c: IsraeL But in nations where political 
prisoners are commonplace and law enforcement and rules of 
evidence far crfferen: from ours, the risk is high. What would the 
Greek goyemme-: do about releasing political prisoners under 
such crcu—sCasces. for instance? 


MsKfcan Prescient Luis Echeverria Alvarez explained that his 


government has a high regard for human life. It also is on fairly 
gocxf t=rm5 vrith Cuba as well as more right wing regimes of 
Latin America. Arab governments do not have the same con- 
cerns or cooperation. 


Each such incident will have to be handled separately. At least 


the United States can and has increased its efforts to improve 
the safety of its diplomats. 


Less pampering for generals 


. Before he left the Pentagon to take over the investigation of 
the Watergate mess for President Nixon as Attorney General, 
Elliot Richardson ordered a study into the use by the brass of 
enlisted men for menia! chores. He also ordered less use of 
limousines by Defense Department officials. Senator William 
Proxmire's nit-picking finally had results. 


Actually Senator Proxmire's complaints about the matters 


weren't all that silly. While jogging, such as the Senator does 
every day to and from the capitol, may not be for everyone, the 
status symbol of the limousine or the "medium sedan" by people 
in government was getting pretty nutty. Do White House aides 
really need telephones and air-conditioning portal to portal? 
Limousines by the way, according to Pentagon standards, are 
Cadillacs, Chrysler Imperials and Lincoln Continentals. The 
medium sedans for the not quite so high-and-mighty include 
Chrysler New Yorkers, Mercury Montereys, Buick Le Sabres 
and Oldsrnobile 98s. Someone might even authorize a study 
about how much of that precious commodity, gasoline, these 
higher powered autos use. 


The senator's complaints also brought out one of those 


revelations that never fail to amaze us about government 
officials. Secretary of the Army Froehlke rejected Senator 
Proxmire's questioning of the use of enlisted men by saying he 
didn't want the Army Chief of Staff going home at 5 p.m. to mow 
his lawn. Entirely aside from Proxmire's rebuttal that 5 p.m. was 
too early for a hard working Army Chief of Staff to get home 
anyway, most people who earn over $50,000 a year hire others to 
mow the lawn. It isn't part of an untaxed fringe benefit. 


Maybe cutting back on limousine use and the personal servant 


status of enlisted men isn't as important as reducing the number 
of stockpiled nuclear bombs or the overruns on military aircraft 
construction. But Senator Proxmire beefs about those too. "It 
just reached the point where it was awfully difficult to maintain 
the position that no cuts were possible in the defense budget as 
long as Proxmire was out there creating the impression that the 
brass was living a pampered life," said one Defense Department 
official. 


Those pampered lives are something the public understands. 


By cutting them Senator Proxmire may be able to get some of 
the other expenses trimmed a bit, too. 


Why the heron tilts its head 


The Great Blue Heron and many of the lesser heron varieties 


have a curious habit that has puzzled birdwatchers. 


As they stand in the shallows waiting for unwary little fish or 


other marine delectables, they tilt their heads. Are they listening 
for minute sounds of tiny fins, employing a sort of sonar? 


Nope. They just don't have sunglasses. 
This at least is the conclusiion reached by two members of the 


staff of the University of British Columbia's Institute of Animal 
Resource Ecology after research in the feeding habits of the 
herons. 


The observers noticed that the bird would stand immobile for 


several minutes with head tilted from the shoulders. Then it 
would turn slightly and strike at a hapless fish. But the telling 
feature was that the herons tilted their heads far oftener on 
sunny days and only when facing at an angle to the bright sun. 


The scientists considered that the tilting was an attempt by 


the heron to cut off an escape route when the fish, as is its habit, 
tried to swim out of the heron's shadow into the sun. But this 
would mean a strike down into the shadow made by the tilted 
"head. Instead the heron struck out into sunlit areas. 


Just to be sure, John Krebs and Brian Partridge experimented 


with a hand raised heron and a 500 watt floodlight. Sure enough, 
the bird tilted toward the shining light and moved its head to 
follow a moving light. The sun or light makes a patch of glare on 
water surface. The tilting heron effectively moves the patch out 
of the line of vision and retains a nice clear flat light fishing pond.

Lucey budget affronts home rule 


MADISON — A major fault of the state 


administration budget as it starts its dangerous 
and uncertain course through the legislative 
process, at least in the view of "small d" 
democrats of purist convictions, is its implicit 
assumption that Madison is entitled to make 
some of the basic decisions about quality, 
extent and cost of local government. 


The question has had comparatively little 


public attention, no doubt because like a 
hundred other issues it would generate doubt 
and resistance if fully exposed. The current 
budget is less understood because of the vir- 
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than any before in the modern history of the 
state. 


Parenthetically, it strikes this chronicler of 


statehouse events that there has been a 
strangely apathetic response to that departure 
of Gov. Patrick Lucey that is as profoundly 
important as anything he has contributed dur- 
ing two and one-half years in office. 


Home rule tradition 


Yet in a state that has elevated "home rule" 


to a kind of self-imposed article of democratic 
faith, the idea that Madison shall in effect 
dictate the extent if not the purpose of local 
government revenue gathering is a major con- 
tradiction. 


What would have been the response in the 


Capitol had the national administration, in 
dispatching the state treasury's share of the 


federal "revenue sharing" billions, insisted 
upon sharing control of future tax laws? 


There would have been a clamor about the 


violation of the sovereignty of the state by the 
distant and arrogant politicians in Washington. 
In any other year a similar chorus of protest 
would have been heard from the town, village 
and city halls and courthouses of Wisconsin 
about the temerity of a state regime that 
soberly proposes to limit the rights of local 
legislators and local heads of municipalities to 
make decisions according to their interpreta- 
tion of the needs and wishes of local elec- 
torates. 


It's strange company 


In a literal sense there is some resistance. The 


League of Wisconsin Municipalities is formally 
protesting. But it has had the barest attention 
required by the formal courtesies of the State- 
house political system. As the budget now 
stands, no municipality, for whatever cause, 
will be permitted to spend more than 106 per 
cent of 1973 revenues for 1974 program pur- 
poses. 


The only qualification is that if a mayor or city 


council wants to defy the state will —assuming 
that this item in the "budget will be enacted, as 
the Capitol view now regards as probable — 
they may put the issue of local revenue 
gathering at a higher ratio than six per cent to a 
referendum of the residents of the locality. 


That puts the governor in strange company. 


indeed, remembering that this is roughly 
similar to a major proposal of the Public Ex- 
penditure Survey of Wisconsin, than which 
there is no more consistently conservative 
force in this state. A certified liberal like Lucey 
and an organization that has been branded 
repeatedly by impatient liberals as reactionary, 
joining forces, even by happenstance? It is a 
footnote to history, indeed. 


The Survey's plan may strike many persons 


as more consistent, since it intends its amend- 
ment to local government's taxing powers to be 
permanent. The Lucey brake would apply to 
one yval. ui lilt; luX cicioiCilia io CiC fiiuGC u^ 
local legislators next winter. It is a curious 
limitation. The state budget is a biennial 
spending program — namely, one covering two 
years. But the heavily emphasized bar against 
local tax increases would apply for only half the 
biennium. 


A series of calls around the Capitol, including 


sources known to be within the Lucey policy 
advisory circle, produced no clues as to the 
one-year limitation which perhaps makes it 
permissable to speculate. 


Next year the governor "will be a candidate 


for re-election. He intends that he will be 
identified as the friend of' the property tax- 
payer. He wants to be sure that the taxpayer's 
tax receipt next year provides documentation. 
For later years, accommodations can be made if 
necessary and possible.

Stetson Co. alive, 
doing fairly well 


The Stetson Hat Co. is alive and, if 


not exactly well, still struggling to 
recover its trade, in St. Joseph, Mis- 
souri. It is true that the Stetson Hat Co. 
of Philadelphia ceased operations after 
105 years—as I mentioned in a 
previous column—but a new factory in 
St. Joseph is now turning out a 
presumably diminished number of 
men's hats. 


In a communication from the 


president of the company—whose 
death 
apparently 
was 
greatly 


exaggerated by the ne\vs media a few 
years ago—I am informed that "the 
continuity of the brand of hats, of the 
salesmen and of our loyal customers 
has not been disturbed at all." 


He does concede that after World 


War II "the American man did not wear 
headwear as frequently as the genera- 
tion before," and suggests that nobody 
knows the reason why. I suggest that 
his suggestion is nonsense, and that 
everybody 
knows 
the 
reason 


why—because the American male hat 
looks dumb and is supremely unfunc- 
tional, as I said before. 


"In post-V/orld War II," his letter 


goes on, "the men's clothing fashions 
took a definite change toward more 
casual wear and along with it their 
attitude toward headwear." If I looked 
at Stetson's showcase walls now, I 
would find "a great variety of new 
styles and colors that we feel keeps up 
with the fashion explosion in men's 
clothing." 


But that was precisely the point I 


made in my earlier piece, which 
prematurely recorded the demise of the 
company. I said that men's hats had 
failed to keep up with the revolution in 
clothing, had failed to anticipate 
changing demands, and the industry 
continued to turn out the same stupid 
object for years after it should have 
been clear that it was passe. 


I am sure there is now "a great 


variety of new styles and colors," but 
this seems a desperate maneuver to 
recapture the millions of men who 
wouldn't be seen dead in a conven- 
tional hat. And it is taking place at least 
20 years too late—the younger 
generation is even more anti-hat than 
their fathers were, unless it is one from 
the Confederate Army, the Foreign 
Legion, or the Red Guard. 


There's no point in making a big 


thing out of this, except that the 
president's letter reveals what is com- 
mon to all industries and enterprises 
that have missed the boat—an un- 
willingness to admit a lack of foresight, 
and, equally, to blame its own leaders 
for its social and commercial myopia. 


Industries are quick to fire lower or 


middle level employees who make 
grievous mistakes; but when even more 
grievous ones are committed by the 
upper echelon, somehow the blame is 
always transferred to "the public" or 
"conditions" or "changing habits." 
Free enterprise may die when it is not 
free; but it deserves to die when it is not 
enterprising.

Power corrupts 
journalists too 


What irony that Democratic Senator 


William Proxmire of Wisconsin must be 
the one to accuse the press of 
"McCarthyism" in conducting the Wa- 
tergate investigation while the wound- 
ed White House staff plays mock- 
reconcilation with the triumphant 
liberal media. Still, even though the 
Administration must be silent for the 
moment, the larger conflict between 
Middle American politics and the jour- 
nalistic adversary culture is not re- 
motely over. On the contrary, it may be 
entering its most decisive phase. 


America faces a new arrogance as 


dangerous as the departed smugness of 
Messrs. Haldeman and Ehrlichman. In 
the wake of the Watergate, the elite 
media, flushed with victory, show signs 
of renewed belief in themselves as the 
Inquisitors-General of American cul- 
ture, society and politics. 


We can look for such adversary ac- 


tivity to have a distinct political bias. 
For example, on May 6, participating in 
the "Watergate" panel of the A. J. 
Liebling journalistic "Counterconven- 
tion," I heard the assembled media 
activists harangue the bulk of the U.S. 
press for not grabbing at the Watergate 
story last summer. But one can argue 
that newspapers were correct to exer- 
cise caution. The Washington Post, 
which led the charge, has been referred 
to as "the strong left arm of the 
Democratic Party," and the paper's 
quest for civic virtue never pushed it 
into the vanguard of probing Ken- 
nedy-Johnson era corruption and elec- 
tion espionage. Besides, although 
George McGovern suffered some bad 
1972 press blows, accelerated elite 
media investigation will by and large be 
imbalanced 
against 
conservative 


policies and politicians. 


Democratic failings ignored 


Even more potential danger attaches 


to the philosophic slant of New York- 
Washington news, presentation. Con- 
servatism's historic awareness of 
human fallibility is invariably lacking. 
To date, very little Watergate coverage 
has featured back-up articles on the 
Democratic 
Truman-Kennedy-LBJ 


precedents; Southeast Asia and busing 
are rarely if ever examined against the 
backdrop of lengthy war and ethnic 
tension. More than just the "now" 
nature of media coverage is responsi- 
ble. Fashionable liberalism deals in 
abstraction and instant, self-conceived 
morality. The target of the moment is 
always uniquely abhorent, and such 
righteousness leads to excess. 


While 
Senator 
Proxmire 
sees 


McCarthyism at work in media Water- 
gate coverage, my own analogy, nur- 
tured by the Liebling Counterconven- 
tion milieu, is to the Jacobins of the 
French Revolution. It was distinctly 
chilling to see the media countercon- 
ventioneers hanging over the bal- 
conies, yelling the curses of moral 
purity, calling for the President's head, 
and cheering every mountebank who 
praised 
Daniel Ellsberg and the 


Berrigans. Trumpeting that power 
corrupts politicians, they were uncons- 
cious'that it corrupts journalists just as 
easily. 


Seeing and hearing this conjured up 


the 1793 French Convention of Robes- 
pierre, Danton, Saint-Just and com- 
pany, choking on their own blood craze 
as the machinery of denunciation, 
arrest and execution rolled onward. 
Many of the French Revolutionary 
leaders were leftist journalists and 
pamphleteers, dizzied and warped by 
their accession to power. As one of 
them, Camille Desmoulins, later put it; 
they saw themselves as an elite, as "the 
very small number of those to whom 
only the witness of the:r conscience is 
necessary, the small number of men of 
character, incorruptible citizens." Ul- 
timately, in the name of liberte. egalite 
and fraternite, the journalists of the 
Jacobin Left imposed conformity, cen- 
sorship and legalized assassination. 


McGovern smeared by Times 


There is a similar trend today. Even 


Senator George McGovern, the fallen 
idol of elite activism, was badly 


smeared in a recent New York Times 
Magazine story by Joe McGinniss 
which he described as "shoddy jour- 
nalism" full of "fabricated quotes." ' 


This embryonic journalistic "Reigc 


of Terror" is partly the result of White 
House press tactics characterized by 
the same shallowness that led to the, 
Watergate: stupidity, surveillance and 
sabotage in lieu of straightforward- 
legal, cultural and political indictment, 
of the concentration and abuse of 
media power. Victorious, the elite 
media have seen royal heads rolling/ 
and they love the whistle of the guillo=_ 
tine. With the Administration no longer 
in any position to criticize, media bias 
and McCarthyism may run wild. Such, 
abuses will produce a theme around" 
which thoughtful persons can rally,- 
and the issue of media power should 
re-emerge as a linchpin of 1970s poli-1 
tical controversy.

On the Gerber lid, the first two 


numbers are the month the food was 
packed. The second two are the day of 
the month and the fifth digit is the last 


digit of the year in which it was packed. 
So the packing date is Mar. 2,1972. For 
Beechnut, the first digit is the last digit 
of the year in which the food was 
packed, the second two digits indicate 
the week of packing, and the fourth is 
the day of the week. The food was, 
bottled Nov. 6,1972. In both brands, the 
remaining letters and numbers show 
the kind of food in the jar, and the place 
and time of packing. 


For Heinz, the third major baby food 


producer, the code begins with a letter 
designating the factory packing the 
food. The next three digits show the 
day of the year packing occurred, and 
the next digit the year of packing. The 
remaining figures show the variety of 
food and hour of packing. 


Representatives of all three firms say 


baby food, generally, should last well 
for at least two years, although some 
foods should be rotated off shelves after 
18 months. Storage in hot temperatures 
decreases shelf life.

Slow flood recession 
threatens cotton crop 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 


The Mississippi River began to recede 


today from St Louis to the Gulf of 
Mexico. But the problems of farmers 
whose land lines the long and rich valley 
were going the other direction. 


"The entire nation will feel the effect 


of this great tragedy," says Howard 
Waters, Midwest regional director for 
the Agricultural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service. 


Waters was in Missouri, where 18 per 


cent of the state's farmland was inun- 
dated by floodwaters A state official 
there predicted on Sunday that "no 
more than 25 per cent" of Missouri's 
cotton crop will be planted this year. 


Entire farms in Missouri, Illinois, 


Louisiana and Mississippi remain 
covered by floodwaters. The cotton 
crop in affected areas may already be 
wiped out; hopes for other crops dim as 
floodwaters dram slower than expect- 
ed. 


The Mississippi River was to make its 


fourth and, hopefully, final crest at its 
southern end today. Only then can the 
backwaters of tributaries in Louisiana 
and Mississippi drain from farmland. 


At St. Louis, Mo., the river crested on 


Saturday at eight feet above flood stage. 
Officials predict it will be the end of May 
before it falls below flood levels. If that 
happens, the Mississippi will have 
stayed above flood stage at St. Louis for 
nearly three months. Today is the 66th 


consecutive day it has been above flood 
stage there. 


In Memphis, Tenn., officials were 


pointing toward another problem — 
ticks and mosquitos. 


"We've experienced record floods 


and heavy rains and it also looks like 
we're going to have an above normal 
mosquito population," said Kelly 
Moseley, an insect specialist with the 
health department in Memphis. 


Harold Carver, an entomologist with 


the same department, said the problems 
with ticks spreading Rocky Mountain 
fever have "increased tremendously" in 
the last four or five years. Noting this 
year's flood problem, Carter said in- 
dications were that ticks would 
increase. "Already we are having phone 
calls and complaints turned in daily," he 
said. 


Damage estimates ranged from a $420 


million figure issued by the Mississippi 
River Commission to a $480 million tag 
set by the Corps of Engineers. More 
than 35,000 persons remain homeless; at 
least 27 deaths have been attributed to 
the floods. 


The farm situation is now a major 


concern. 


Darrell M. Trent, acting director of 


the Office of Emergency Preparedness, 
said the farm problem "further 
complicates the nation's food situa- 
tion."

Fewer poor people get legal aid 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 50-state 


survey indicates the poor are receiving 
less aid from the Legal Services program 
than before Howard Phillips became 
acting director of the Office of 
Economic Opportunity early this year. 


A report on the survey sponsored by 


eight organizations involved in an- 
tipoverty law concludes that many 
Legal Services lawyers are handling 
fewer cases, postponing major litiga- 
tion, or turning clients away. Many* 
frustrated lawyers, it said, are quitting 
the program. 


The report was released Sunday on 


the heels of President Nixon's proposal 
Friday for a national legal-services 
corporation, "independent of political 
pressures," to replace the Legal Services 
program currently within the OEO. 


Nixon has ordered Phillips to dis- 


mantle OEO, with the exception of its 
Legal Services program, by June 30. 


The report of the National 


Colloquium on Legal Services, headed 
by Edgar S. Cahn, dean of the Antioch 
Law School, also asserted that political 
motives of Legal Services officials in 
Washington are compromising the in- 
tegrity of the current program. It said 


federal officials have adopted strategies 
to turn control over local projects to 
local politicians or to local bar associa- 
tions "with known hostility toward the 
local legal service program involved-" 


OEO policies under Phillips, the 


report said, "have had the widespread 
effect of generating funding crises, 
disrupting programs, increasing attor- 
ney and staff turnover, lowering the 
volume of services rendered and un- 
dermining the confidence of attorneys 
and clients in the stability of the 
program." 


Cahn, who led a six-man team in 


drafting the report, said local programs 
could face similar problems if Legal 
Services is transferred from the OEO to 
a new corporation. 


"If OEO can do the things we've 


detailed, then certainly a private cor- 
poration which is not held to the same 
standards, can certainly do the same 
and more unless they're watched like a 
hawk," Cahn said. 


The report accused OEO officials of 


withholding grants vital to the survival 
of local programs, isolating national bar 
associations from the antipoverty at- 
torneys, and placing the program's 
lawyers "under virtual house arrest to 


prevent them from acting in concert to 
protect the program's professional in- 
tegrity." 


The report recalled that Phillips had 


caused consternation among the 900 
Legal Services programs in February 
when he informed them they would be 
given only 30-day renewals when their 
one-year grants expired. He sub- 
sequently reversed himself. 


But, the report continued, "even 


though regular funding resumptions 
were promised, OEO frequently limited 
renewal funding to four to six months. 
Further, it is possible that Phillips will 
treat these short fundings as 'savings' in 
this fiscal year and turn the excess 
money back to the Treasury at the end." 


Telephone surveys of 69 programs in 


the 50 states and Puerto Rico, the report 
said, have found many programs being 
funded on a one-month cash basis. Of 
these, "most ... have not yet (in May) 
received their April 1 check." 


The Legal Services appropriation for 


the current fiscal year is $71.5 million, 
plus $4 million from the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare, and 
more than $1 million in Model Cities and 
Labor Department funds, in addition to 
local matching funds.
